DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record issued to Engelbrecht et al, Schulhof et al. (PTO 1449) and Logan 
et al. (US Patent 6,199,076 B1) fails to either alone or combine to teach or suggest an audio 
program distribution with a server in a home area network configured to distribute audio 
programming over a local audio link, i.e., a wireless audio link, comprising an audio 
programming information receiver module for receiving audio programming information from a 
plurality of external sources, an audio programming information assembler module for 
generating assembled audio programming information received by the audio programming 
information receiver module into a selected set of frequencies over the local audio link, and a 
control module configured to control the distribution process as cited in claim 1 . Prior arts 
concern of large scale networks whereas the audio programming can be delivered over the 
Internet or radio communication networks and their network structure is totally different than the 
home area network for use within the user or customer's home location as presented in this 
invention.
